Starkville, Miss., Pro- 
claims Holiday When 
Negroes Drop fo Death. 
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Starkville, Miss., Aug. 6.—[Speclal.— 
Today was proclaimed a holiday by the 
citzens of Starkville and they invited 
their relatives and friends for miles 
around to come to town, bring their 
lunches, and witness the public hanging 
of two negro murderers———Dit Seales and 
Peter Bolen. As the traps were sprung 


a Land of Pure Delight.” 

More than 5,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren had gathered before 9 a. m. in a 
dell just outside of town, where a scaffold 
had been erected from which the two 
negroes were to hang. 

A fruitless movement had been inst!- 
tuted by women's clubs here and taken 
up by other state organizations to have 
the execution made private. Gov. Earl 
Brewer ‘held that the manner of the exe- 
cution was a question for the county au- 
thorities to decide 


Public Hanging Thing. 

Given a free hand, the county officials 
decided that a public hanging would be 
the proper thing. They did everything 
possible to make the hanging a gala 
event. N 

So a double gallows was constructed 
and the hanging was heralded to occur 
on Back Friday.“ so dubbed because 
several other negroes were to be hanged 
in Mississippi the same day, as well as 
four others across the line in Alabama. 

Assured there would be something 
worth seeing, crowds began pouring into 
Starkville yesterday and a steady streem 
continued until just before the drop to- 
day. 

Candidates Seek Votes. 

Numerous candidates at the primary 
election for the various county offices 
grasped the occasion to do a little elec- 
tioneering. They gathered the white vot- 
ers under their wings, paraded them to 
the soda fountains erected for the day, 
bought drinks for them, and kept the 
owners of the booths busy, when they 
were not engaged in drawing drinks for 
the children who thronged the grounds. 

The gathering was orderly. <A casual 
spectator would have pronounced it a 
huge picnic. Whole families were gath- 
ered about table cloths spread on the 
ground. As the people carefully watched 
the scaffold they munched on sand- 
wiches, hard boiled eggs, and pie. 


Negroes March to Death. 
Promptly at 11:25 o’clock the two ne- 
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groes, closely guarded by the sheriff and 
his deputies and accompanied by several 
negro preachers, pushed their way 
through the crowd and marched to the 
scaffold from the uprights of which hung 
two nooses. } 

At 11:28 o'clock the two negroes re- 
quested that the great gathering stand 
and sing the hymn, There Is a Land 
of Pure Delight Where Saints Immortal 
Dwell.” The crowd complied and 5,000 
shouted and sung the hymn. 

Then prayers by the various ministers 
were said. 

When ready was announced the two 
men called a good-by to the sheriff and 
their friends and the next instant their 
bodies were writhing in the air. 

Mississippi's most spectacular hanging 
was over. The people packed their lunch 
baskets and went home.

The Governor Jealous? 

Pon The trouble with the governor,” Allen 
said, is that he is jealous of the public- 
ity | got. It was entirely unintentional on 
my part. I didn’t care who got credit 
for it. I was sincerely interested in the 
honor system and still am. It has proved 
a success. Out of 500 honor prisoners but 
thirteen escaped. Three of them volun- 
tarily returned. Six others were appre- 
hended. Four are still at liberty. 

“I realized recently that the governor 
was getting jealous of the publicity I was 
receiving, but it was not my doing. 

And Ignorant, Too? 

“The governor could have had all the 
credit so far ae I am concerned, but the 
truth is he doesn't know anything about 
the system. If you asked him now he 
couldn't tell you what hae been done or 
is being done. 

“I understand the governor says he 
sent me to Colorado to investigate the 
system there. I did go to Colorado, and 
I found the so-called honor convicts there 
being worked under guards armed with 
sawed off shotguns. 

It the governor did all this why didn't 
he install the system at Chester and 
Pontiac? ; 

It is not important who gets the credit 
for the Joliet system, but it is my plan 
that was worked out and not a Colorado 
plan.

IVANGOROD CAPTURED, 


BULLETIN. : 
LONDON, Aug. 6.—The Daily 
Mail correspondent at Copen- 
hagen learns from Berlin that the 
Russians are preparing for evacu- 
tion of Kovno, to the south of 
which Gen. von Buelow is driv- 
ing with his forces towards the 
east. It is said that the gov- 
ernor has already removed his of- 
fices and the staff to Nowo Alex- 
androvsk, while the branch of the 
Imperial bank has been removed 
to Vilna. During the week, the 
dispatch continues, the whole 


population has been leaving 
Kovno. The removal of the 


wounded is progressing rapidly. 

[Kovno, a fortress of the first class, is 
the capital of the government of the seine 
name in northwest Ruesia. It has been 
stated that Kovno wae to form the pnorth- 
ern head of the new Russian line of 
Kovno, Grodno, and Brest-Litovsk. The 
city has 4 population of between 75,000 
and 100,000.] 


LONDON, Aug 6-—With the exception 
of the great intrenched camp of Now 
Georgievsk the Russians have evacuated 
the whole line of the Vistula river. Ivan- 
gorod, the southern fortress, located at 
the confluence of the Vistula and the 
Vieprz rivers, having fallen into the 
hands of the Austro-German army, the 
Rusvians are now making their way east- 
ward to the Brest-Litovek line. 

The decision of the general staff to leave 
the garrison in Nowo Georgievsk is an~ 
nounced in Petrograd dispatches. The 
object is to deprive the Germans of the 
use of railway communications and of 
the Vistula river for bringing up supplies 
for their armies. — 

Siege to Prove Fortressses. 
Nowo Georgievsk is situated at the qune- 
tion of the Vistula, Narew, and Wkra 
rivers, to the northwest of Warsaw. It 
has two powerful bridge heads, eight cita- 
dels, and seventy-four redoubts, contain- 
ing eleven and twelve inch batteries; and 
is protected by massive earthworks. 

The laying of siege to Nowo Georgievsk 
may prove one of the most interesting 
operations of the war, as it will show 


to the fire of high explosives than are 
cupola forts. 

The evacuation of Ivangorod was 46 
mitted last night by Petrograd in a state- 
ment, which said that all the provisions 
in the city were “‘ methodically removed, 
after which the Ruesian rear guard blew 
up the forts, destroyed the bridges, aad 
crossed the river."

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U. S. AND BRITAIN cHicAGO POLISH LEADERS Discuss | 
EFFECT OF FALL OF WARSAW 


MAY ESTABLISH 
A TRADE TRUC 


“Gentlemen's Agreement’ Would 


Allow Neutral Commerce 
fo Be Resumed, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] + 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[ Special. ]— 
A “gentlemen’s agreement” probably 
will be entered into between Great Britain 
and the United States, permitting the re- 
sumption of trade between exporters and 
importers of this country and neutrel 
European countries. 

This is the conclusion drawn by persons 
who have visited state department offi- 
cials im the last few days for the pur- 
pose of discussing the British situation. 

Great Britain is determined to defend its 
orders in council to the last extreme. 
The United States is equally determined 
not to concede that those orders are in 
accord with the recognized principles of 
internatlonal la cx. 

On the differences which have already 
risen the two countries are not likely to 
agree during the course of the war, and. 
as indicated, these differences eventually 
will be referred to the Bryan arbitration 
commission for settlement. 

But Great Britain is vitally concerned 
in maintaining the friendship of the Unit- 
ed States. The United States is just as 
vitally concerned in opening markets for 
its food products—but more particularly 
for the cotton of the southarn planters. 


British Sentiment Against Notes. 

Information which the state department 
received from London today indicated 
that there is a growing sentiment there 
that the government went too far in ite 
notes to this country. 

Several of the great British dailies, in- 
cluding the London Times and the Man- 
chester Guardian, have openly criticized 
the British notes to the United States. 


These papers have intimated that it is 


extremely essential that the friendship 
of the United States be maintained. They 
point out that thie will be practically im- 
possible if the United States is to be cut 
off from its regular trade routes. 


If an agreement is reached, it probably’ 


will be to the effect that shipments of 
American goods to certain ports in the 
neutral countries now involved in the 
hlockade will be permitted to go through 
without molestation from the British 
blockading vessele. 

Buch a scheme was almost perfected 
some weeke ago by the United States 
trade advisers and Sir Richard Crawford, 
the trade specialist of the British gov- 
ernment. Sir Richard agreed te the plan, 
but London disagreed. That forced the 
state department to make ae public state- 
ment to the effect that the informal nego- 
tiations which had been proceeding had 
to be given up. Since then several at- 
tempts have been made to resume them, 
but without much success. 


Two Business Groups Interested. 

There are two groups vitally interested 
in the proposed agreement. One consists 
of the meat packers and the other of the 
cotton exporters. 

Arthur Meeker, Charles J. Faulkner Jr., 
and Henry Veeder, attorneys for the Ar- 
mour and Swift Interests of Chicago, con- 
ferred for an hour with Acting Counselor 
Anderson of the state department this 
afternoon. They came away more hope- 
ful then heretofore that something would 
be accomplished. 

The Chicagoans are here in an effort to 
open a trade route to Holland. Up to some 
weeks ago they had an arrangement with 
the Netherlands overseas trust whereby 
it would receive their shipments and dis- 
pose of them. This arrangement was 
suspended and finally discontinued alto- 
gether by the Holland concern without 
explanation.

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 6.—The mother

Cooperative society of Alabama, a $50,- | 
000,000 corporation. N 

Wadsworth was arraigned before a 


ment against Wadsworth charges that 
the charter was fraudulently obtaitied: 
that no part of the capital stock was sub- 
scribed for at the time the application | 
was made, and that it never was intended 
to have a capital stock of $50,000,000, 
Planned to Raise Cotton Price. 
It further alleges that letters malled at 
Atlanta by Wadsworth, who is said to 
have controlled the society, were intended 
to defraud W. J. Speights of Buchanan, 
Ga.; W. B. Lovett of Luthersville, Ga.; 
H. A. Childs of Butler, Ga.; J. H. Mizie of 
Buchanan, and others. 

The indictment further charges that in 
the promotion and sale of the stock of the 
society, Wadsworth falsely represented 
that the corporation was in good’ faith 
offering valuable stock; that it was a 
bona fide corporation and was formed for 
the purpose of creating a codperative sys- 
tem for the marketing of the American 
cotton crop so as to obtain for the grower 
a reasonable price for the cotton pro- 
duced. 

It is charged that the literature sent 
through the mails stated that there was 
to be a bond issue of $200,000,000, and that 
the total reserve was $250,000,000. 


Growers Urged to Co-operate. 

The plans of the society, it is alleged, 
alco called for the appointment of super- 
intendents and other officials in various 
parts of the cotton belt. Wadsworth is 
said to have represented to the cotton 
growers that they were easy marks for 
the manipulators, who were robbing them 
to the extent of 6120, 000, 000 u year.” 

Coéperation was the weapon, it is 
claimed Wadsworth told the growers, by 
which they could take a commanding pé- 
sition in the market before next Christ- 
mas. Wadsworth also is said to have told 
the growers that representatives in the

More Marines to Haiti. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. G. An ad- 
tional regiment of marines was ordered 
to Haiti today to reinforce Rear Admira! 
Caperton's men now maintaining order in 
Cape Haitien and Port au Prince. They 
will sail from Philadelphia next week on 
the cruiser Tennessee, and Col. L. W. 
Waller, U. S. M. C., commanding the ad- 
vance base marine detachment, will be 
placed in charge of operations ashore in 
Haiti under the direction ot Rear Ad- 
miral Caperton. He will have available 
1,000 men, seventy-nine machine guns, 
and four three inch navy field pieces. 


New Revolution Started. 

A new revolutionary disturbance at 
Gonaives, on the western coast of Haiti, 
has been reported to Rear Admiral Cap 
erton and he has dispatched the naval 
tug Osceola with forces te protect the 
custom house.

A JAPANESE ON GROUP FIVE. 

There are Japanese, it is encouraging to note, 
who do not sympathize with the masterful imperial- 
ism expressed in the notorious “fifth group” of 
demands made upon China. This group involved 
a virtual surrender of Chinese sovereignty to Japan 
through military surveillance and control. 

The extreme demands were not insisted upon, 
but geither were they withdrawn and still cast 
their; ominous shadow over Japanese-Chinese rela- 
tions; Because of them Kiroku Hayashi, professor 
of international politics in Keio university and a 
‘ member of the Japanese parliament, has resigned 

from his party, the Chuseikai, and his views are 

voiced in an interview published by the Japan 

Advertiser. Why,“ he asks, were such abom- 

inable demands in the first place framed’ by the 

cabinet? Any common ‘sense man can see that 

China will never agree to such; it is absolutely 

an insult to our neighbor’s sovereignty, and China's 
only course was to refuse in order to ‘save face.’ 

Those desires if accepted were, in other words, 
that China should consent to be a protectorate of 
Japan. To say. we tried to bind the two nations 
closer is as absurd as to say the moon is green.” 

Prof. Hayashi also protests against the folly of 
trying to conceal from the powers the inclusion 
of growp five among the Japanese demands, an at- 
tempt which has left a most unpleasant impression 
wherever it is hoped that Japanese imperial policy 
‘will follow lines compatible with international good 
faith and friendly dealing. 


HENRY FORD. 

Henry Ford is a greater business man than he 
is a philanthropist and the excellent report just 
issued from the sociological department of his De- 
troit factory should in no way cloud this business 
triumph. A great man is the one who meets the 
problems of his particular time best and Mr. Ford 
and his associates have had phenomenal success 
in getting results from the conflicting claims of 

ficiency, labor, public opinion, and capital. 
is vastly more complimentary to insist upon this 
business™geeord than upon the more sentimental 
but less difficult role of a free giver. 

The employés’ deposits o7 $3,046,301, life insurance 
totaling $6,493,700, and the value of the homes 
being paid for under contract $8,867,159 are but 


further results of business genius, after all. To | 


understand Mr. Ford it is necessary to consider 
the profit sharing scheme with customers as well 
as employés and in addition his abrupt refusal 
to listen to the plans to fondle the healthy Ameri- 
can farmer with longer credits than men of other 
businesses are allowed. The farmer demands cash 
for his wheat and horses and he should pay cash 
for his automobile and Ford tractor. Thus the 
man who startled the radical world with his plkn 
of a $% a day minimum wage, a $10,000,000 dis- 
tribution of profits among his workmen, and a $15,- 
000,000 melon cutting among his customers now 
draws as enthusiastic a testimon'al from no less 
u conventional source than the Commercial and 
Financial Chronicle. “He is highly gifted in more 
ways than one,” it is said. His bump of common 
sense appears to be especially well developed.” 

In a year’s time the number of profit sharing 
employés liv:ng under poor standards has decreased 
from 23 to 3 per cent, in the face of the addition 
of 3,820 men to the system, many of them for- 
eigners.

‘Soffragists have been called upon to “explain” 
the recent Chicago election end to show, if possible, 
that the women did not prove “ convenient copy-cats 
of male opinion” simply because they were unable to 
nominate Judge Olson over Mr. Thompson without 
the men’s help and later voted for Mr. Thompson in 
preference to Mr. Sweitzer, which the men also did. 
Thus is the most unfair demand yet made upon wom- 
un suffrage revealed. It must realize the wildest pre- 
dictions of its most reckless friends or be an utter 
failure. | 

Edith Abbott, writing in the National Municipal 
Review, asserts that the women's vote was better 
and more intelligently placed by a big margin than 
the more experienced male vote. In the face of the 
improvements brought about as a direct result of the 
feriinine influence it is no indictment to charge that 
the men were able to elect some unworthy officials. 
The women's plurality, for instance, was 7,743 for 
Olson, who was the teform candidate. But the men 
geve Mr. Thompson a plurality of 10,251, thus com- 
pletely offsetting the feminine vote.

Switzerland has spent $65,000,000 in maintaining for 
ten years a trained army of nearly half a million 
men. Our army of about one-fifth that streagth 
cost us $100,000,000 last year alone, and for ten 
years it has cost us a billion. 

A foolish system and the indifference of the Amer- 
ican people are responsible for that. 

The report also points out the need for a reserve 
of men and officers, of guna, munitions, and equip- 
ment, the deplorable shortage in which is emphasised. 

In closing, the report declares that the establish- 
ment of an executive budget system is essential to a 
wise and economical appropriation and expenditure 
of money for defense. So long,” says the report, 
“as the secretary of war—the man primarily respon- 
sible for the efficiency and economical administration 
of the service—has na hand in the preparation of a 
budget and no voice to defend such a budget on the 
floor of the houses of congress, while the men who 
find advantages in spending the appropriations in ex- 
travagant ways have such a voice as well as a vote, 
just so long will our national defense arrangements 
be woefully out of proportion to the money er- 
pended.” 

In no nation efficiently governéd does our blunder- 
ing and wasteful system exist. The legislature should 
appropriate generally in budget form and upon the 
informed basis of executive necommendation, while 
the executive should be left free to spend the sum 
appropriated as it deems proper. Our practice is to 
ignore professional judgment and tie the hands of 
executives, to let party and political interests pre- 
vail over efficiency, economy, and national safety. 
This wrong will continue as long as public opinion 
permits—and no longer. 


DEMOCRATIZE THE RAILROADS. 
The steadily increasing number of railroad stock- 
holders has elements of the most optimistic en- 
couragement for the friends of the American rail- 
ways. Every added stockholder is an added sym- 
pathizer and an added reason for making govern- 
ment regulation fairer, the management more re- 
sponsible, and leaving the properties themselves less 
at the mercy of speculative influences. 

Under the regulation policy, to which the coun- 
try is committed, the democratization of the own- 
ership of the railroads would seem to offer a cure 
of our present difficulties. So long as speculators 
can make money out of the manipulation of public 
service securities, the railroads will suffer from the 
public antagonism that follows. Even if the inter- 


state commerce commission is big enough to realize 
that punishing the physical properties of the rai!- 
roads for the sins of Wall street is as effective as 
the mob spirit that demands a burning in effigy, 
the state regulations bodies might not and the state 
legislatures have not. It is interesting to note in 
this connection that the fourteen states traversed by 
the Rock Island railroad “happen” to have the most 
‘stringent regulations against public carriers. Is 
this a mere coincidence? But if the people of the 
southwest owned the securities of this ill-fated 
railroad, it would have but little trouble getting 
a compensatory grain or meat rate, It would be 
immediately realized that a confiscatory rate does 
no one any good, but it does harm the railroad by 
hampering its growth and development and the com- 
munity which it serves with inferior tracks an} 
schedules. , i 

If proper safeguards are thrown about our rail- 
road securities by congress, minimizing the possi- 
bilities of juggling, the present tendency would 
seem to indicate that our railroad securities would 
neee pass into the hands of the man with smail 

savings to invest. The securities of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad are widely distributed among the 
people living along its lines. In 1904 there were 
44,175 stockholders and in 1914 the figures were 
90,114. The return is moderate, but larger than 
the return on government bonds, almost as sure, 
and does not call for such a large initial outlay of 
capital. 

The best railroad managers will try to popularize 
their securities, if they want to get the best Possible 
results under the present system. The thrifty clerk, 
the small shopkeeper, or farmer are the most pow- 
erful friends the railroads could possfbly have un- 
der government regulation.

RINCE ANDREW GAGARINE. 
who arrived in New York along 
with Maj. Gen. Edward Hermonius 
of the imperial Russian artillery a 
day or two ago on board the Cam- 

eronia. for the purpose of purchasing war 
material and also rolling stock for the 
new railroad which the czar’s govern- 
ment is building from Petrograd to the 
far northern city of Kola, ts admittedly 
the leading engineering authority of the 
Muscovite empire, and: spent several 
months in the United States and Canada 
in 1912 after attending the international 
comigress of engineers held in the autumn 
of that year in New York. 

He is the president of the Imperial Poly- 
technic at Petrograd, has a number of 
important military and scientific inven- 
tions to his credit, was for several years 
director of the imperial arsenal and small 
arms factories, and enjoys European 
fame as a great mathematician. 

Son of the late Prince Gregory Gaga- 
rine, who was president of the Imperial 
Academy of Arts of Russia, he is mar- 
ried to Princess Marie Obolenska, and 
bears a name which is familiar tn the 
Un'ted States through the ecclesiastical 
activity of his granduncle, Prince Ivan 
Sergevitch Gagarine. Ivan, while secre- 
tary of the Russian embassy in Paris in 
1848, became a convert to Roman Cath- 
olletem. which cost him not only his diplo- 
matic position but also brought upon him 
a decree of exile from his native land. 

Entering the Jesuit order, he came to 
America and engaged in missionary 
work among the mining and tron working 
foreign population of Pennsylvania, 
where the fame of Father Gagarine en- 
dures to this day. Nearly a quarter of 
a century of his career was passed in the 
United States. 

Another Gegarine, Alexander by name. 
was one of the principal Russian com- 
manders of the Crimean war and died as 
governor of Transcaucasta. 


~~ 

The Gagarines are a numerous family 
and are to be found in all ranks and con- 
ditions of life, this being due to the fact 
that all the children have a right to the 
princely title. There was a Princess Ga- 
garine who rode haute ecole" in a cir- 
cus, and while one Prince Gagarine was 
earning his living as a hackman at Moe- 
cow another was employed as a long- 
shoreman on the docks at Odessa. 

Still another Princess Gagarine former- 
ly played a trouble making role in Egypt. 
Her first husband, a Russian diplomet. 
kinsman of the present Russian ambas- 
eador in London. met with his death while 
shooting in the vicinity of Cairo, his only 
companion at the time being an Aurtrian- 
Italian adventurer who had served [with 
an unpleasant record) under Maximilian 
in Mexico and had afterward managed 
in some way to become attached to the 
service of old Khedive Ismail. 

The. death of the count was ascribed to 
an accidental discharge of his own gun. 
After a decent interval his widow married 
the other member of the shooting party, 
and ere long became a confidante of the 
khedivial princesses—first of the wives of 
Ismail and afterwards of the wife and 
mother-in-law of Khed ve Tewfik. 

In those days Russia was the reverse 
of friendly to England, and through the 
khedivial princesses the clever Russian 
woman was able, not only to obtain much 
information for the authorities at Pe tro- 
grad but likewise to stir up a great deal 
of trouble for the British. 

Let me add that the lady’s second hus- 
bend had so well known a record that 
when the father of the Duchess of Con- 
naught, Field Marshal Prince Frederick 
Charles of Prussia, visited Egypt and the

The railroad from Petrograd to Kola, on 
the Murman coast and in connection with 
which Prince Andrew Gagarine and hie 
fellow commissioners have come to Amer- 
ica, ig an enterprise of such vital impor- 
tance to Russia that the czar’s govern- 
ment has been continuing ite construction 
for the last eighteen months without per- 
mitting it to be interfered with in any 
way by the war. Phe conflict, in fact, has 
caused the work to be proceeded with at 
an increased pace and with additional 
vigor, since the struggle has demonstrat- 
ed more strongly than ever the urgent 
necessity of having a seaport in the north 
other than that of Archangel. 

Owing to the close of the straits of the 
Dardanelles by the Turks since they 
threw in their lot with the two kaisers, 
Odessa and all of Russia's other porte 
on the Black sea have been cut off from 
access to the outer world. As Germany 
virtually controls the entrance to the 
Baltic, the ports of Ruesia on that sea 
are equally unavailable. Archangel is 
the only one left, and it is via Archangel 
that Russia has been receiving supplies 
and war material from Great Britain. 
France, and the United States. 

Now Archangel, although connected 
by rail with Petrograd, has the great dis- 
advantage of lying at the southern point 
of what ie known as the White sea. which 
is closed to shipping, through ice, during 
six months of the year. 

Accordingly, Emperor Nicholas decided 
on the construction of a port on the 
Motovsk gulf, just to the north of Kola. 
on the Murman coast. Now, Kola bay 
and the Motovsk gulf, although very 
much further north than Archangel and 
within the arctic circle, are ice free 
throughout eleven months of the year | 
and often are open all the year round, ow- 
ing to the proximity of the gulf stream. 

Still further north and in a westerly di- 
rection are the flourishing Norwegian 
seaports and citfes of Vardo and Vadso. 
which are open nearly all the year 
around. 

The railroad from Petrograd to Kole 
now under construction will therefore on 
ite impending completion within the next 
few months, place the entire railroad eys- 
tem of Russia, and more especially Petro- 
grad, in raflroad commun’cation with an 
ice free port on the Murman coast. 


— 

Once the railroad completed and the 
docks and herbors now in course of 
construction on the Motovsk gulf avail- 
able to shipping. Russia will be able to 
vastly increase its imports, the more so 
as Archangel ie handicapped, not only 
by the fact that it ts ice bound half the 
year but algo because the line connect- 
ing it with Petrograd is a single track. 
harrow gauge affair. 

The Kola-Petrograd railroad will alse 
go far to relieve the apprehensions of 
Sweden and of Norway—apprehensions 
which always have been s0 diligently fos- 
tered by the Germans—to the effect that 
Russia would be led sooner or later by its 
urgent necessity of securing an ice free 
seaport on to the ocean to invade 
Sweden and Norway and to establish itself 
at one of the large seaports on the Nor- 

coast.

RAILROAD RATES FOR ENCAMP- 
MENTS. 


Canton, III., Aug. 3.—[To the Friend of 


the People. I—It is reported that during 


the last four years the Western Passenger 
association has been granting reduced 
rates to the gatherings and reunions of ex- 
confederate soldiers at Richmond, Va., 
and other places in the south, but con- 
tinually refuses to grant any reduction to 
the surviving union veterans in attending 
their reunions and encampments. Kindly 
give me the reason for this if possible.

In a general way we might answer this 
communication by stating that since the en- 
actment of state laws fixing the maximum 
passenger fares in the various western states 
at 2 cents a mile, the practice of granting 
reductions below 2 cents a mile for various 
conventions and gatherings in this terri- 
tory was discontinued. This included the va- 
rious large gatherings and conventions, such 
as Grané Army encampment, Confederate Vet- 
erans reunions, Christian Endeavor, National 
Education association, etc. It is needless to 
assure you that it would be impossible for the 
railways to place themselves in a position of 
granting reductions to one class of reunion or 
gathering and refusing to another, such as 
referreg to in this communication. The rail- 
ways are common carriere and as such their 
aim is to serve the public to the best of their 
ability under the law. 

The usual course of procedure, in cases of 
conventions being held at points in territory 
beyond the jurisdiction of this association, has 
been to add the one way local fare each way, 
or in some cases 2 cents a mile each way up 
to the terminal points of gateways of said 
association to the fares quoted therefrom to 
the meeting point. There are several states 
in the territory, such as North and South 
Dakota, Colorado, etc., where the local fares 
are on a somewhat higher basis than 2 centa. 
Adding 2 cents a mile to any reductions which 
may be made beyond our terminal points to 
the meeting point in some cases effects an 
actual reduction in some of the through fares. 
‘As Confederate Veterans reunions are held in 
the south, the railways in that territory, whose 
local fares are generally on a higher basis than 
the 2 cents a mile rate in this territory, usually 
grant reductions locally in their territory on 
the basis of one fare for the round trip or, as 
has been the cage, 1 cent a mile in each direco- 
tion. In adding our double one way fares or 
2 cents a mile from this territory to 
such fares, in order to sell through 
tickets from starting point to destina- 
tion, and applying such fates vie the various 
routes, it may operate to make through fares 
from this territory for one occasion, such as 
Confederate Veterans, ower than the regular 
local fares, and possibly lower in dollars and

LOSS TO AMERICAN IMPORTERS. 
Chicago, Aug. 3.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Sufficient publicity and attention 
editorially do not seem to be given by 
the press to the handicap to American 
merchants caused by the British order 
in council of Ma..h 11, prohibiting ehip- 
ment of merchandise of German or Aus- 
trian origin to neutral countries. There 
are large quantities of merchandise lying 
in Rotterdam at present, because the 
steamship companies cannot handle them 
without permission from the British gov- 
ernment, end that permission is not 
forthcoming. These goods, or a greater 
part of them, have been paid for by 
American importers and some of them 
were paid for before March 1, In ac- 
cordance with one of the requirements 
of the order. Regardiess of this fact, 
however, the goods are American prop- 
erty, because they have been contracted 
for and Americans will have to accept 
them at any time they can be forwarded. 
Some of the merchandise is subject to 
fashions and will depreciate in value if 
delmyed for any length of time. Ameri- 
cane have paid for something they are not 
getting, and the subject is assuredly 
worthy of attention and consideration. 
We are informed that the commercial 
adviser of the British embassy has no 
authority to receive evidence of American 
ownership of these goods or to recom- 
mend permits for their shipment after 
a certain date. It does not seem just 
that. Because the said commercial ad- 
Wer has not the authority to reccive 
evidence, importers in this country should 
suffer inconvenience and lors by having 
shipments delayed indefinitely in Rot- 
terdem.

‘ DIES IN EAST 


“Father of Fighting Navy” 
Succumbs to Paralysis 
After Long Fight. 


HAD BRILLIANTCAREER

Born April 26, 1830. Died Aug. 6, 1915 


“father of the fighting navy,” died of: 
paralysis here today in his eighty-fifth 
year after a period of unconsciousness 
lasting nine days. ) 

Gen. Tracy’s death followed a fight for 
life that had amazed the physician at his 
bedside. Only his extraordinary vitality 
had kept him alive for the better part of 
the last week. 

The illness which resulted in his death 
was induced, it was believed, by worry 
incident to his having been detained a | 
long while on 4 railroad journey from | 
Ithaca, N. Y., to this city because of a 
heavy rainstorm and several washouts. 


CAREER OF GEN. TRACY. 
Gen. Tracy stood prominent in the pub- 
lic eye for more than sixty years. At 
the age of 83 he argued a case before the 


liancy undimmed by years. 

Some people have called me ‘the 
father of the fighting navy,’ he said re- 
cently. “I won't deny it. I believe I am. 
I tried to take the navy department out 
of politics and I believe I succeeded.” 


Playmate of Senator Platt. 

Gen. Tracy had a versatile and brilliant 
areer. Born in Owego, N. T., in 1830, he 
was a play and school mate of Senator 
Thomas Platt. He was admitted to the 
bar at the age of 21. When 23 he was 
elected district attorney of Tioga county. 

He helped Horace Greeley organize the | 
Republican party in New York state at 
25 years of age. At the beginning of the 
civil war he was serving in the New York 
legislature as an assemblyman. Assem- 
blyman Tracy went to the front, after 
organizing two regiments. He served 
first as colonel of the One Hundred and | 
Ninth New York. 

At the battle of the Wilderness he won 
the congressional medal of honor and was 
brevetted brigadier general of volunteers 
at the close of the war. Four times in 
the Wilderness he rallied his regiment to 
finally sweep over the Confederate ram- 
parts. At the moment of victory he fell 
desperately wounded upon his battle flag. 
Historians say his deed made possible 
Sherman's march to the sea. He closed 
his war record as commander of the mili- 
tary post and prison at Elmira, N. Y. 

At 51 years of age Gen. Tracy was ap- 
pointed a judge of the New York Court of 
Appeals. President Benjamin Harrison 
selected him for the portfolio of secretary 
of the navy at 59 years of age. 

At 63 the general resumed his private 
law practice.

Dr. Savage Dies; 


The Rev. George Siocum Foiger Savage, 
the oldest Congregational minister in the 
middle west, died yesterday in his ninety- 
ninth year, at 1857 West Washington 
boulevard. He was one of the founders 
of the Chicago Theological seminary and 
a trustee of the seminary, as well as of 
Beloit college, for nearly sixty-five years. 

Dr. Savage was born June 2, 1817, in 
Cromwell, Conn., and received his educa- 
tion at Andover academy and Tale uni- 
versity. After graduating from the lite- 
rary department in 1844 he studied at the 
Yale Theological school, graduating in

Improved Weather Induces 
Selling; Country Sells 
Much More Freely. 


Favorable weather conditions were 


shown throughout this forecast district 


yesterday, and as « result grein prices 
were om the toboggan. Wheat declined 


1%@1%4o, and there was a heevy tone 


throughout the session. Longs were free 
sellers, and lecal bears were more ag 
gressive than they have been recently. 
Bearish reports were received from the 
northwest, where the crop indicatious are 
for @ record crop of epring wheat. 
Wheat cutting will be under way in the 
northwest quite generally by the end of 
next week. Black rust reports were re- 
. ceived, but had little effect in view of the 
brilliant prospects. Cables were ur- 
changed to 2d higher, and the firmer tone 
abroad also had little effect in checking 
selling. The seaboard reported 480,000 bu 
taken for export. Local sales were 50,000 
bu, 
Bulletin Estimates Big Crop. 
The Daily Trade Bulletin estimates the 
winter wheat crop at 660,000,000 bu and 
spring wheat 315,000,000 bu, a total of 
975,000,000 bu, or 84,000,000 bu more than 
the record crop of last year. According 
to this paper, the loss from wet weather 
in winter wheat during the last month 
has been only about 5,000,000 bu. Export 
trade reports are not encouraging. 
. Shipments from Argentina for the week 
were 504,000 bu, mainly to Brazil and 
Australia. Clearances from this country 
and Canada were 3,192,000 bu for the 
week, against 6,504,000 bu a year ago. 
Clearances for the day were 207,000 bu. 
Receipts inspected yesterday were 85 
cars. Primary receipts were 546,000 bu. 
against 1,912,000 bu a year ago. North- 


west receipts were 129 cars; last year, 


133 cara Winnipeg had 68 cars, againet 
70 cars a year ago. 


Operations Resumed. 
With the better weather conditions, 
country sales to arrive were larger, but 
the demand for quick shipment at all 
points is urgent, and premiums were 
higher at several markets. Millers in 
the northwest have been forced to pay 
big premiums for spring wheat, owing 
to the failure of receipts of winter wheat 
to materialize as expected. Kansas City 
reported mills after wheat for quick 


shipment.

Thrashing operations have been re- 
sumed in many sections. The Modern 
Miller reported considerable losses from 
too much rain in important wheat states. 
Canadian reports were favorable. For- 
eign advices indicated continued unfav- 
orable harvesting conditions in western 
Europe. 

Corn Prices Much Lower. 

Corn prices declined & e to l%c. The 
slump in other grains, better weather 
conditions, and tack of outside demand 
were the selling factors. Weather con- 
ditions were the best in some time, but 
there ms to be a good deal of doubt 
in regard to the late corn maturing. The 
cash demand was fair and there were 
sales of 18,000 bu. Cash prices were un- 
changed to id lower. Country accept- 
ancea continue light.
